There are temporary rin- 
ses that will color the hair 
from shampoo to shampoo. 
These will wash out at the 
first shampoo. While they 
will change the shade of 
hair, only so far as high- 
lighting is concerned, they 
will not lighten hair at all. 
The thing to be careful of 
is that there are both me- 
tallic and non-metallic rin- 
ses on the market. Metallic 
rinses leave metallic par- 
ticles in the hair even when 
the color is shampooed out. 
This will have a reaction on 
any future permanent wav- 
ing that might be done in 
the near future. Metallic 
particles in the hair will 
have a tendency to discolor 
the hair after a permanent 
wave.
